That is, when somebody was looking.

It is a series of twenty-six 
bones, if we count the sacrum and coccyx | 
as two bones, or 34 if each bone in the 
Sactum and coccyx is counted as a

On thé top of the column there sits the 
Collection of bones known as the head, 
of the head and face. After that, no 
bones articulate with the bones of the 
spinal column until the ribs are reached. 
After the area of 24 ribs Nas been passed 
no bones are mortised to the spinal 
column until the sacrum is reached. To 
the backbone in this area the pelvic 
bones are tightly tied and from these 
pelvic bones the leg bones hang. 

From the skullbox at the top to the 
tip of the coccyx, the spinal column is 
@ series of curves—forward, and then 
back, and back and then forward. No- 
where is there a straight stretch for any 
distance. Every curve forward is offset 
by a curve backward and vice versa.

About ten days ago it was understood 
that negotiations had been practically 
closed for a merger of the American 
Exchange-Pacific National with . the 
Guaranty Trust company. This deal 
fell through largely, it was understood,

Important historical discoveries at 
Wakefield, Va., the birthplace of George 
Washington, were announced today by 
the Wakefield National Memorial asso- 
ciation.

| Details of the discoveries were re- 
ported to President Coolidge by Mrs. 
Harry Lee Rust of Washington, presi- 
dent of the memorial association, Mr. 
Coolidge having taken a,keen interest 
in the movement begun in 1923 to erétt 
a copy of the original house and dedi- 
cate it as a national shrine. 

The foundation walls uncovered were 
of red a showed that the 
structure was of irregular outline, the 
greatest length being fifty-one feet 
and the greatest width thirty-one feet. 

The house, destroyed by fire in 1779, 
-was the birthplace also of Washing- 
ton’s father and grandfather, who are 
entombed nearby in a burial plot. 


The excavations were carried out 
with the aid of army engineers and un- 
der a special permit granted by the 
federal government. It is the plan to 
have the copy of the original house 
completed by 1932, the two bundredth 
anniversary of Washington’s birth.
